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ROOSEVELT TO MAKE 

TOUR OF KENTUCKY 

— 

But Won't Appear in Richmond, 
As Local Democrats Want to 
Have Gov. Cox Later 



Franklin D. Roosevelt, Democratic 
candidate for Vice President, will 
make a two-day whirlwind campaign 1 
through Kentucky on October 1 and 
2. He is booked for no less than IS 
speeches on those two days, one of 
them being the monster mass-meet 
ing in Louisville on the night of Octo 
ber 1. He will not appear in Rich- 
mond, as it is hoped to have Gover 
nor Cox speak here in October. 

His first stop in this state will be 
at ML Sterling, where is due at 7:41 
in the morning. After the rally there 
he goes to Winchester where the 
meeting is scheduled for 12:45 in the 
aftrcnoon. From there he goes to 

l>oxi*g&n at 1:30 o'clock and after 
addressing the democrats in the capi- 
tal of the Blue Grass, he leaves in 
time to reach Louisville at 8:25 that 
nisrht. 

From the Louisville meeting he 
will he taken hack to his private car 
;intl during the night hauled down to 
Guthrie, where he arrives at 7:55 
o'clock in the morning of October 2. 
After an address there he rushed 
across the country by motor to Hop< 
kinsville, leaving there at 10:05 for 
Nortonville. At the latter place he 
will make a rear platform speech 
moving on to Madisonville at 11:28 
o'clock. 

At Madisonville he will make am 
other rear platform speech and then 
moves on to Henderson. 

A 45-minute stop there will be fol- 
lowed by a jump to Owensboro which 

• haws a speaking of like length. 
From Owensboro Roosevelt goes to 
Central City where he arrives at 5:39 
o'clock. From CentraP Cfty he moves 
to Kussellville where he is booked to 
speak at 7:35 that night. 

This mifrht be considered a full 
day's work by some but the speakers' 
bureau has decreed that there is no 
'est for him except when everybody 
else Vl«pps~ He leaves Ruusjellville 

• t S:1J o'.slock that night for Bowling 
Green. He arrives in Bowling Green 
at 10: IK o'clock for a 40 minute 
speech. This winds up his Kentucky 
campaigning. 

The hist half of Mrs. Cora Wilson 
Stewart's speaking dates for Kentuc- 
ky has been completed and start her 
out on a campaign for Gov. James M. 
Cox, Kranklin D. Roosevelt and Sen- 
ator J. C. W. Beckham that will end 
late in October on the Pacific Coast. 

Mrs. Stewart has been so much in 
demand both in Kentucky and in the 
nation that the State is to be congrat- 
ulated on havinjr landed the major 
portion of her assignments. 

On September 24, she opens at Mt. 
BNrWag. The next afternoon, she 
speaks at Franklin, and that night at 
Rus.sellville. On Monday afternoon, 
the 27th. Mrs. Stewart speaks at 
Mavfield, and that night she tjoes to 
Fulton for an address. After that 
slip jumps over to Indianapolis to fill 
a date for the National Committee, 
and will return to Kentucky October 
4. From then until the close of the 
campaign she will speak in the West, 
being booked for twenty speeches. 

Another big card fo r Kentucky will 
be Secretary of Labor Wilson who 
appears in Covington on Friday. Sec- 
retary Wdson has an interesting ca- 
reer. Starting as a coal miner, he 
worked himself up by sheer force of 
ability. He was so highly regarded 
by laboring men of all connections 
that President Wilson placed him in 
ni.-» caoinei.

There is much interest center- 
ed upon the big meeting at Lex- 
ington on September 30. when 
there will be a meeting of the 
delegates to the first business ses- 
sion of the kind by the Burley 
Growers' Association. Headquar- 
ters have been opened there and 
a number of representatives have 
been covering the field, feeling 
out the producters. There lias 
also been a campaign on for 
membership, which, it is said, has 
been productive of great results, 
owing to the unsettled condition 
of affairs pertaining to tobacco 
here and elsewhere. The meeting 
will be productive of reports from 
the wide area represented by the 
association, v/hich covers portions 
of Kentucky, Indiana, Ohio and 
West Virginia. They will hear 
the concensus of opinion regard- 
ing the disposition of the produc- 
tion this year. There will be oth- 
er matters pertaining to the per- 
fecting of the big organization, 
which has been organized in the 
interest of the grower. The re- 
sult of prices being offered in the 
various localities in both this and 
other states has been that some 
have decided to curtail the crop 
next year. Bourbon county in 
Kentucky is o ne of them. It may 
be decided by the growers, who 
are, working hand in hand, to cut 
out at least 50 per cent of the 
production. 

There is much. of the present 
crop going to waste ,it is claimed, 
for various reasons. Much was 
cut green, owing to the effect of 
the rust, and a great quantity lias 
rotted since being placed in the 
l>arns. Many have been crowded 
for room and it is said by some 
that they crowded the storage 
houses to such an extent that 
much of the tobacco had decayed. 
Other has burned, while others 
report that the weed was cut too 
green, and not properly cared for 
after it had been placed in the 
feheds. 

New Checkbooks Here; 

Teachers Being Paid 

Madison county scTiool teachers 
are receiving their checks for the 
past month's work under the new 
check system recently issued by 
the State Educational Board.

Recognizing the fact that he was 
past the serious 3tagc- and on road to 
recovery, George Estes, prisoner in

Estes adheres to the 
statement made at the time he was 
seriously wounded, that Spivy is the 
man who did the shooting. He has 
not deviated from this accusation 
since his incarceration, and his tes- 
timony, it is said, will- go far towards 
the conviction of tb* accused detec- 
tive.

He had to en- 
tertain some on his missions The 
Auditor does not allow charges for 
trips, entertaining and numerous ex- 
penses entailed in traveling for the 
state. Yet, in return for a little 
hospitality perhaps the fair received 
thousands of dollars in premiums. 

The management was liberal in 
sending passes to the fair to distant 
contributors. Not one-tenth of the 
passes sent out by the stsuonlii d,l„c 
passes sent out of the state as a mat- 
ter of courtesy were ever presented 
at the fair. It is a difficult matter 
to squeeze the peculiar expenses inci- 
dental to operation of an enterprise 
like the State Fair into the compass 
allowed for the conventional expenses 
of a state official. I have no doubt 
that Mir. Cohen, when he is physically 
able will have no trouble in explain- 
ing any charges brought against him.

American Audubon Society Tak- 
ing Pictures and Record of 
Remarkable Tree* Here

The remarkable fact that there 
are but five sycamore groves in 
America is none the less more or 
less remarkab'e than the fact that 
one of these is in Madison county, 
located in the immediate vicinity 
of Boonesboro Beach. 

The American Society, which 
has been paying special attention 
to the American Audubon So- 
ciety, has been paying special at- 
tention to the trees as well as the 
birds of the United States dur- 
ing the past five years, and the 
extraordinary scarcity of the 
sycamore tree has attracted wide- 
spread attention. 

Dr. Swope. of Cincinnati, an of- 
ficial representative and investi- 
gator and recorder, is at Boones- 
boro in the interest of the society 
and will remain for a period of 
ten days for the purpose of study- 
ing the trees and there will be 
an interesting account of them 
made for the National Society 
as well as the American organiza- 
tion which has the matter at in- 
terest. 

Pictures of the grove as well as 
the individual trees will be taken 
a record of their growth, condi- 
tion, etc.. will be made. This will 
be forwarded to Washington for 
the benefit of officials now at 
work on the record, as well as for 
future reference. 

The genuine sycamore has an 
extensive and interesting histry. 
It is said to be of the black mul- 
berry or fig tree .an dperhaps of 
Seimitic origin. The sycamore or 
sycamine, as it is known in some 
countries and in scripture, is said 
to be found in Egypt and Syria, 
and is one of the oldest of Amer- 
ican known woods, it is s aid. and 
was at one time very extensive 
and valuable. However, in later 
centuries it has been decreasing 
its appearance, while it is a well 
known wood lias been so abrupt 
that there are but five small 
groves to be found in America is 
astounding to many.

Article 3 of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, published here- 
with, creates the first organization 
of free nations, since history began, 
which represents the whole of the 
world and by agreement may deal 
with anything affecting the safety 
and progress of mankind. It is an 
important part of the plan 
which the Democratic platform and 
candidates offer the people.

Washington, Sept- 20— Altho 
American Legion posts through- 
out the country are laying plans 
for brilliant ceremonies at which 
veterans of the world war are 
formally to receive their Victory 
Medals, on November 11, onlv 
265.000 of the 3.700,000 ex-sol- 
diers entitled to the decorations 
thus far have applied for them, it i 
was announced tday at the War 
Department. Naval figures are 
not included in the foregoing. 

There has been an appreciable 
ncrease in the number of appli- 
cations since the Legion volun- 
teered to assist the government in 
the distribution, however. Appli- 
cations now are coming in at the 
rate of 4.000 a day. while medals 
are being delivered by the manu. 
facturers at a rate of 150.000 per 
week. Interest in the Legion- 
aires generally is centered at 
present on the coming national 
convention at Cleveland, O.. After 
adjournment on September 29th. 
officials here expect an immediate 
increase in the number of appli- 
cations for medals. 

All of the 9.600 posts of the Le- 
gion have been authorized to 
draw official applications forms.

Tobacco in the vicinity t>f Silver 
Creek is said to be the best in Mad- 
ison county, and little hurt by the 
rust or blight, and producers there 
are busily engaged in taking in the 
the crop. The production is said to 
be better than for years, and the owr- 
ers, it is said, are preparing to hold 
for a good price, since the quality 
cannot be excelled by any product in 
the state. 

The com crop in this section of the 
county is also said to be out of the 
ordinary,~and preparations are being 
made for the fattening of a great 
amount of stock during the winter 
and early spring. It is claimed that 
the stock from this vicinity during 
the spring will be greater than usual, 
owing first to the fall grass product 
which is better than for many years, 
and the excellent corn crop.
